In response to the Office Action of June 28, 2001, please amend the above-identified application 
as follows: 


IN THE SPECIFICATION: 

Please replace the paragraph beginning at page 9, line 6, with the following rewritten paragraph:

Housing 10 encloses stator 1 with its stator winding 4, and rotor 2. Rotor 2 is supported at 
the rear and front ends of housing 10 by ceramic bearing assemblies 5 and 6 respectively. Bearing 
assemblies 5 and 6 are functionally identical, each having a ceramic inner race 21, attached by a 
glue joint 8 to a respective end of rotor 2, and an outer race 25, attached by a glue joint 1 1 to a 
respective end of stator 1. Stator 1 is in turn secured by glue joint 7 within housing 10. Housing 10, 
stator 1 and rotor 2 are all fabricated using matched expansion, nickel-iron alloy ratios generally 
between 30/70% and 70/30% as is required to match the thermal expansion characteristics of the 
ceramic bearing assemblies in the normal temperature range of the device. 
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
